the Purim, there is but one general Office forall 
the reſt. 4 
Now beſides what occurs in Holy Writ con» 
cerning the inſtitution and reaſon of the Jewiſh * 
Feſtivals, there are ſome modern Cuſtoms 
chictly therein to be conſidered, which we ſhall 
refer to the ſeveral Feafts, and only give. them 
a naked enumeration. NY 
The chief both of the Antient and Modern - 
Jewiſh Feſtivals, are the Paſſover, the Feaſt. of 
Weeks or Pentecoſt, and the Fealt of Tabernacles, | 
The Paſlover is the firſt both in time and dig- 
nity, and the divine Scriptures exhibit enough 
in teſtimony both of 1 its in(itturion and Deſign;

For the Weal 
thier and Devouter ſort ſpend abuve a Lunar 
Month in preparing for its coming. But their 
preparations conſiſt not in any ſpiritual exer- 
ciſe, but in a carnal providing for the body, 
Where they uſe no (mall curiolity and dil 
gence in getting the fineſt Wheat for the th» 
leavencd bread, which by Divine appointment 
is thereon to be eaten, And whit is very com 
*mendable ,-the Richer are careful to provide 
the Poorer with fine Wheat for the ſame pur- 
pole gratis, out of their. own ftore, For they. 
account it a great ſcandal to their Religion, 
that any.,Few ſhould bz unprovided of things 
Tequiſite-to fo ſacred @-cclebration., Thc two

cleanfing their houſes, and waſhing their Fur- 
niture of Braſs, Pewter, and Iron. On the 
Eve of the Feaſt, the Fir/t-bora ot the Family 
always faſis ; and the rett of the houſhold are.

' thers did anciently, in Booths, winch being 
made -of green Canes, it is now generally 
known among them by the Spaniſh name of 
Fieſta de las (writing as it is pronounced) Can» 
 #igs, or the Fealt of Reeds. And the end of 
this Feaſt is to preferve the memory.of their 
Anceſtors long Pilgrimage in the Wilderneſs; 
and it laſts eight days. The Inſtitation heres 
of 1s to be met with, Det.

houſe to houſe, For though among the Fews 
in Barbary there is great ſtore of needy pers 
ſons, yet they are. fupply.d after a manner 
which much conceals (as to men of other Rev 
lgions) their Poverty. For the Wealthier take 
care to provide for them, and very much mag- 
pifie their Religion upon this very fcore, that 
they live under its profeſſion in, a more mu» 
fual Charity of Alms than either the Moore - 
or Chriſtian; both which (with great inſult- 
Ing) I have heard them upbraiding with&their 
common Beggers. < 
Andit cannot be denied, but that the Fews 
mannerof Relieving their Poor is Regular and 
; —__ Com- 
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© Commendable. Fox firſt, they ſuffer them not 
to take Alms of any man who i 15 of a different 
Religion from their own : and this inſpeFten 
of them and their wants, is configned to, no 
meaner perſons. than their chick Maſters, who 
once or oftn:r eviryAYcar{(as occalion requires) 
are very folemn in this Inſpc@Qion. - In eycry 
Synagogue they have in ſtore ſeveral Copies of 
_ the Law, which they ſell for great ſums. of 
Money : But the Bayers are not permitted to « 
carry: theſe. Copies out of the Synagogue, ot, 
any further to.impropriate them to theis own | 
uſe, than-that (if any of them fall into Necellity), 
"they mays ſold. again to relieve them.
